This year, in 
cooperation with the Department of Art History and Education, which sponsors the 
festivals, the Department of Musical Arts has planned the music programs and 
invited local music critics to introduce them. Also new this year are short 
educational films on contemporary American artists, part of a continuing film 
series shown at the Museum this summer entitled In the Dark About Art; Films on 
Art and Artists . 

Festival events begin at 5:45 p.m. with a music program in the Museum’s 
Gartner Auditorium, followed at 6:15 p.m. with a buffet supper served in the 
outdoor Garden Court. Reservations for supper ($3.00 for adults and $1.75 for 
children under 12) must be made with the Department of Art History and Education 
(421-7340, Ext. 419) by noon of the Monday before each Wednesday evening program. 
Since the Museum and all Museum offices will be closed on Monday, July 4, all 
paid reservations for the first supper must be in by Friday, July 1. 

After dinner, festival-goers can watch films, attend an art lecture or 
workshop, or visit Museum galleries and special exhibitions, which are open until 
10 p.m. Opening on July 13 for viewing through August 21 is the Museum’s 58th 
annual May Show of works by artists and craftsmen of the Western Reserve. Running 
concurrent with the May Show is a retrospective exhibition of works by artists 
who exhibited in May Shows frcxn 1919-1975. Admission to both exhibitions is free.
